• lotuly. hut fair weather is promised for the opening. 
The track is drying out rapidly under the inrtuencc 
of a high wind and will he in good condition for 
i he sjtort. Great interest centers in tin* running of 
the two-year-old race. With but one or two excep- 
tions. the contestants art* horses that have win 
tered here anti have never been seen under colors. 
'The remainder of the card is well tilled, with the 
inaugural Handicap, three-quarters of a mile, as 
the chief feature. In this race several of the better 
class of horses from the winter tracks will fate 
the starter. The stayers were allotted two races, 
one at a mile and twenty yards anti tin* other at a 
mile. Both tilled well. 

Judge Frank J. Bryan arrived this morning from 
his home in New York, accompanied by Ed < ’ole. 

Starter Cassidy and his crew placed their start- 
ing machines in position today ami arc ready for 
1 lie* opening. 

Tin* stable of J. W. Hedrick came from Charleston. 
This string was scheduled to go to the Kentucky 
i racks, hut a change was made at the last moment 
and the stable was ship|**d here instead. 

Horsemen and trainers were this morning putting 
the final touches on their charges fur tomorrow's 
opening, and the track, which was in good con 
dition. was fairly alive with horses at Work.

RACING OF A SOMEWHAT ERRATIC SON OF AERONAUT 
FOR CAPTAIN CASSATT 



Spring Board has always been a peculiar racer. His defeats have been many and not infrequently when 
'•unpeting with mediocre opposition. Yet some of his victories have been over high-class horses and 
achieved in the fashion of a high-class racer. His defeat of such an enormously speedy horse as Iron Mask 
lelmont Park last year fairly represents what this erratic customer is liable to do when least expected. 
If the truth was known it would probably be ascertained that he is a delicate eater, as is the fact in nine 
nit of ten cases of horses that frequently fail to run to their publicly demonstrated best capacity. 

When a two-year-old iu 1911 Spring Board only won two races out of thirteen in w’hieh he started, but 
one of liis victories happem-d to be in a stake race, so he did not fare badly in money won. His first star! 
w as in a half-mile dash for maiden two year olds, at Pimlico, April 29. which was won by the then good 
Hamburg filly, Moisunt, in 4S%, which is still the Pimlico record for the distance. Spring Board ran re- 
spectably and finished sixth. He did some what better in his next race, which was at four and a half fur- 
imigs, by running a good second to W. Garth’s colt. Surfeit, in 56%, w ith liis stablemate. Be, finishing in 
third place. This was on May 2 and on May 6 he won the Clabangh Memorial Cup. at the same distance, 
'4%. Coupled with Be, lie was at 4 to 5 in the bettiug and won with ease by four lengths. Be finishing 
ml and Eos third. Scholar. Free and Easy, Foxhrook, Rosallo and Chilton Trance were the other slari 
ers and their snbesquent careers demonstrated none of them was of any account for racing. All carried 
Bi."» pounds with sex allowance and the race was worth $1,410 in net value. This quite good Beginning was 
mu followed up. He was unplaced m his next four races, which included the Pimlieo Nursery Stakes, won 
By A. Belmont's Overman and the Bash ford Manor Stakes at Louisville, wou by Worth. At Latonia, July 
Li. he managed to finish third to Sister Florence aiul Acguin in a purse race and then was not started again 
until at Pimlico, October 7, when he was unplaced in a purse race won hy Light O’ M’ Life, with Cherry 
Seed second and Mission third. October 17 he sprung a surprise when ut 12 to 1 he won by three lengths 
from the 4 to 1 favorite, Bwana Tuiuho. This was at five and a half furlongs in 1:07% and Turbine fin 
ished third. He rau three more races that year, of which he was second iu one and tliird in another. 

Proportionately In* did not do 'so well when a three -year-old because lie only won three raees out of 
thirty two attempts. But he ran some excellent races in which he was beaten. As was the case the year 
before, he began at Pimlico, where, on April 27, he ran Light O’ M* Life to a nose at three-quarters of a 
mile in 1:14%, with tin- favorite. Belle Nelson finishing a g«**d third. Caliph, Royal Meteor and three 
more ran unplaced. In his next three races he did uot finish in the first three, hilt at Churchill Downs, 
Louisville, May 22. in* ran second to Campeon. at five and a half furlongs in 1:0.1%. with King Olympian 
third and eight more fair class sprinters behind the three. This be followed up May 27, at the same track, 
b\ winning his first victory of the year. This was in a selling purse race at a mile and seventy yards, in 
which, carrying 111 pounds, he defeated James Dockery, 110; Commoner’s Touch. 101, and eight more, win 
:ing l».v two lengths in 1:44 Vi- Then, after being thrice unplaeed. he ran third to Merrick and Duquesue, 
it Latonia.

In his next 
four races he was unplaced, but at Havre de Grace, August 29. lie again won at three-quarters and de- 
feated Housemaid.

s that year without winning, but was placed In four. 

Last year Spring Board proved himself a horse not to be held lightly anywhere and achieved some nota- 
ble triumphs. Some inkling of his Improvement was given in his first race of the year. This was a sprint 
of live and a half furlongs in the Harford Handicap at Havre do Grace, April IS. Having in view his form 
• •I’ the year before, lie was assigned the light impost of 100 pounds and was opposed by Sir Blaise. 102: 
Caugli Hill, 119: Adams Express, 124; Grover Hughes. 117: Marjorie A.. 102. and Spohn. 103. Grover

Jockey Matt 
McGee won the principal race of the day. a $4,600 
affair, on H. B. Dnryea’s Durbar II.. and placed with 
the same owner’s Frizzle In another race. J. ReitT 
won a race and finished second In three others. Guy 
Garner likewise won a race and placed with his 
two remaining mounts. .1. Loftus bad two mounts 
aud placed with uue. The following day, at Maisous- 



Laffitto. Johnny Reiff and Guy Garner each ' piloted 
tw’o winners. At St. Cloud. March 16. Garner won a 
race and placed iu three others. Frank O’Neill’s 
record for the day was identical and McGee won a 
$1,000 purse for H. B. Dnryea. At Maisons Latfitte 
March 17. Milton Henry piloted the winner of a 
$3,000 stake race and various American jockeys were 
placed in other raees. Henry also won a race at 
Lc Tremblay March IS. V. Powers wou a race at 
Auteuil March 19 and placed with his only other 
mount. 



EYES ON DERBY CANDIDATES 

ELIGIBLES FOR BIG CHURCHILL DOWNS EVENT 
NOW CENTER OF INTEREST. 



Work of Prominent Candidates for Important Three- 
Year-Old Race Eagerly Watched at Louis- 
ville Tracks. 



Louisville, Ky.. March 31. — Much. Dprby gossip is 
now floating around the local courses, as the horsemen 
are discussing warmly the relative merits of the 
i eat three-year olds engaged this season in the 
Kentucky Derby, $16,000 added, to be ruu at Chin 
chill Downs Saturday, May 9. Every morning Old 
Rosebud, Ralph and Hedge are to be seen at exercise 
and these three cracks are apparently training su 
per lily for the big Derby race. Old Rosebud has 
surely upset the predictions of some of the wise 
horsemen by growing enormously during the past win 
ter. He is really a big horse now, uot only in 
height but in every way. He has thickened and 
broadened out as much proportionately as he has 
grown in height He could not be in better con- 
dition to stand preparation for such a race a? the 
Kentucky Derby promises to be tills season. He is 
now being exercised l»y bis old jockey, J. McCabe, 
who will ride him in his Kentucky Derby engage- 
ment. as well as in other important races ou the 
Kentucky circuit tracks this spring. 

B.v the last «>r this week track conditions at Chur- 
chill Downs aud Douglas Park will lie so ideal that 
Old Rosebud and Ralph will undoubtedly begin 
taking work of more significance. Of course, Hodge 
is already seasoned and it is probable that trainer 
Spence will not think of setting him down at any- 
thing like racing speed until April is well ad- 
vanced. 

Reports from Lexington tell of how well Bradley’s 
Choice, Black Toney and Boots and Saddle are train 
at Idle Hour Farm. All are eligible to the 
Kentucky Derby and are well fancied by many for 
the big race. Trainer Cliff Hamilton has had an 
excellent track this spring at the Bradley Farm to 
exercise his string over and as a consequence All 
of Mr. Bradley’s horses are in superb condition. 
Whichever three-year-old in his string trains best 
for liis Derby engagement will carry the Bradley 
colors in the big race. At present his pick, as well 
as trainer Hammon’s. is Bradley’s Choice. Like 
Hodge and Old Rosebud, he is a gelding. 

R. F. Carman has applied for stall room at 
Churchill Downs for twenty-four horses, and among 
iht* number is the Derby candidate. Surprising. Mr. 
Carman first wrote to the Douglas Park management 
fqr quarters for his string, but he has not since beeu 
heard from by the superintendent of that course 
since tin* latter informed him that he could not 
have his old barn there this spring. He has since 
written to Secretary Lyman 11. Davis at Churchill 
Downs asking for stable quarters and it looks as if 
he anticipates quartering at that course instead of 
guing to Douglas Park for a time. 

Other applications for stable room from Charleston 
came from Raleigh Colston, with 17 horses. J. 

uni, S horses; Archie Zimmer. 4 horses, including 
that noted sprinter. Caugli Hill; W. Woodard, 3 
horses; .1 IT. Strode, 8 horses; M. A. Colton, 3 
horses, and the strings of W. J. Spiers, Lew Marion, 
A I Woodman and Theodore Abadie. 

j. w. Fuller, the Texan who headed the list of 
money winning owners at Juarez has reconsidered 
liis determination not to ship any horses to Kentucky 
this spring and lias wired to Douglas Park for stall 
ling accommodations for 11 horses. Mv. foiler 
raced a stable of IS horses at Juarez this season *nd 
seven of these hav«* been shipped to liis farm to rest 
until next winter, while the remainder will be hen* 
shortly. Among tin* cracks lie will bring to Ken- 
tucky is the promising two year-old Tokay, regarded 
b> good judges as one of the best juvenile develop- 
ments of the receut Juarez meeting. Mr. Fuller has 
not raced in Kentucky since the fall of 1912. having 
campaigned no horses except in Texas and at Juarez 
last year. The older stars of his string include the 
two useful mares. Dorothy Dean and Black-Eyed 
Susan and the good geldings Colquitt, Injury and 
Colonel Marebmont. 

Smith and Farrar have arrived from the Juarez 
track with three horses and the trio are now quar 
tered at Douglas Park. They embrace the three- 
voar old Art Rick, and the two older horses. Wey 
anoke and New Haven. The lalter is a speedy spriu 
ter when at bis best and has won many races in the 
west since he left tin* stable of William Gerst, of 
Nashville. . . , ,, „ 

The twenty-three horses comprising the stables or 
John W. Schorr, wow quartered at Douglas Park, are 
all training well and his two year-olds appear to 
be in superb condition, to begin hard training for 
their engagements this spring Mr. Schorr has a 
couple of promising Breeders’ Futurity candidates, 
and probably will be represented in that rich race 
at Lexington. 

The older horses in the Schorr stable, including Star 
Charter, Edda. Froglegs and Leochares, are all in 
splendid condition and both Star Charter and Frog 
U*gs promise to stand training and racing this sea- 
son. They have both beeu entered by their owner 
for the Kentucky Handicap $10,000 added, at Doug 
las Park, and the Clark Handicap, at Churchill 
Downs, and will be pointed especially for these two 
big races. Star Charter has not carried colors since 
he started in the four-mile Kentucky Endurance 
Stakes at Churchill Downs in the rail of 1912. He 
went wrong shortly after that race and was out of 
trainiug during most of the season of 1913. Frog- 
legs has not raced since last spriug here. 

p. T. Chinn sold virtually all the horses lie took 
to the Juarez track last winter; what few he 
brought back to Kentucky, including the three year 
old flllv, Gipsv Love, have been shipped to Lex- 
ington.’

TORONTO TRACK WILL HAVE TO WAIT. 

Toronto. Out.. March 31.— The recent Incorpor- 
ate® ol the Queen City Riding and Driving Club 
of thU city turns out to bo of such a nature that 
it does not confer on the club the right to have legal 
hotting on its race course. That privilege applies 
only to such clubs as were in existence when the 
Miller Dill was passed and such new organizations 
s are established by an act of the Dominion or 
rovimi.il Parliaments. 7’he restriction was ail 
addition to tin- law brought in by the minister of 
justice, lion. Mr. Doherty, for the specific purpose, 
as In* explained at tin* time, of preventing undue 
multiplication of race courses throughout the conn 
try. The only way for new club« to attain standing 
now i> to he snecially incorporated, instead of or- 
ganizing simply as joint stock companies. The 
liscovory of the application of this regulation was 
made too late to lu* acted on at the present session 
f ihe Orttario legislature which will dose in a 
r*u pie of weeks. 

The only application in correct form before the 
legislature is from the Hal ley bury Turf Club, in the 
Cobalt district. whi:*h wants harness racing at 
Hailey bur v or within a mile thereof. 

Tic* Queen city people had anticipated racing 
iic\i fall and though intending also to hold running 
cling-. \\ i i ! feature harness contests, being sat- 
isfied that with a good tulle track here they will 
be welcome in tho grand circuit. Now everything 
will have to wait another year. The club lias al- 
ready acquired a splendid site up Yonge street. 

THE MUTUELS IN INDIA.
